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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments regarding the rejections using 
Groves et al. in view of Nezu et al. are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Nezu et al. fail to show a flow path from the upper working 
chamber to the reserve chamber. Examiner maintains that Nezu et al. was used solely for the teaching of providing a plurality of 
compression fluid passages and rebound fluid passages on the piston to allow fluid flow through the piston. Therefore, Applicant should 
not attack the teaching reference for lacking a limitation that it is not used to teach. Examiner notes that it is the base reference, Groves 
et al., that discloses the direct flow path to the same extent as Applicant's invention. Applicant explains that the upper working chamber 
24 of the instant invention is in direct communication with valve assembly 22 by way of intervening areas 130, 52, 56, and 88 and that 
lower working chamber 26 is in direct communication with valve assembly 22 by way of intervening areas 132, 54, 58, and 80. Since 
Applicant clarified in his remarks that direct communication is intended to mean passage through various passageways and/or chambers 
before arriving at a final desitanation, Examiner has withdrawn the 1 12 rejection but maintains the 103 rejection. To the same extent as 
Applicant's communication pattern, Groves et al. show in figure 1 the upper working chamber 24 being in direct communication with the 
valve assembly 22 by way of elements 130, 50, 54, and 88 and the lower working chamber 26 being in direct communication with the 
valve assembly 22 by way of elements 132, 56, and 78. 
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
